the steamer Geo. W. Elder made fast 
to her dock in this city precisely at 6 
o'clock this evening. 
Hours before 
the big steamer touched at the. dock 
thousands of people had gathered to 
welcome the fortunate survivors, and 
relatives and friends were there 
to 


prove by sight and touch the 
safety 


ot their .loved ones. And there were 
those who were impelled by a final 
hope, that by some miracle a father, 
a wife, a son. or a daughter or broth- 
er_ might .have been overlooked in the 
preparation of the roster of the saved. 


When the big boat made fast, 
a 


great cheer .rose and by what seemed 
mutual consent, the crowds divided, 
forming a line on either side of 
a 


narrow lane through fhich the. sur- 
vivors walked as they left the vessel. 
They were seized as fast as they were 
recognized and smothered with hugs 
and kisses and not a few tears found 
refuge on the shoulders and breasts 
as loved ones were recognized. There 
was no organized celebration, just a 
spontaneous welcoming of the ship- 
wrecked people.

Japan's nrastary over Korea .has been 
made complete. There was concluded 
at Seoul today the new convention be- 
tween Japan and Korea, to force ac- 
ceptance of which Marquis Ito mad^ 
the jornye to the ca.pital oC bhe an- 
cient empire. 


B> the tPims of this convention, the 


deiVtity .of the Korean -government is 
assured, and tho emperor is guaran- 
teed security on his throne. But his 
office will be an "honorary one onlv. 
and he will have no voice in the ad- 
ministration 
of 
the 
government. 


Japan is. -empowered to 
appoint' a 


resident agent, with headquarters in 
Seoul, and in this 
resident 
agent 


there is vested complete control of 
the administration of Korean gov- 
ernment, with power given him to ap- 
point Japanese to all governmental 
positions, now existing or which may 
Je created. 


Thus while the Korean. "Emperor 


wil retain his title and liis throria, the 
government o.f dominions will be ex- 
clusively in the hands of Japanese. 


Yesterday was. the crucial day of 


Marquu, ItJ s Mbit at Seoul / In the 
morning he met the mpmbeis ot the 
Korean cabinet, the Japanese guard 
surrounding the building in wlnoh the 
the- meeting was .held. This -building 
is now occupied bi the minister ol 
agriculture as temporarj headciuar- 
teii, and is in the ^Japanese section 
of the cit\, to ^\hich the mutinoub 
Koreans are denied admittance 
The 
conference between JIarquis Ito anO 
the cabinet lasted until 4 .o'clock in 
the Bftsrnoon. "when it adjourned' to 
allow the members of the/cabiiiet to 
present the Japanese .proposals to. the 
Emperor.-Within two hours the cabi- 
net members had. again retimmed to 
the conference, room.' having; secured 
the emperor's approval to convention.. 


Japan Takes Possession1. 


Almost immediately after the sec- 


.oncl adjournment of the conference, 
all of the archives of the -old 'Korean 
empire weru removed, under ajpaaese 
guard, to the Japanese 
section "of 


Seoul. 
This is takan- as meaning that 
the convention became operative, at 
once, and that the Japanese are now 
in full control of all the government's 
'departments at Seoul. 


Three Japanes'2 warships entered 


the harbor at Chemulpo today and 
debarked a large number of blue- 
jackets and provincial tro.ops, who 
entrained at once and were rushed 
away is Seoul.

T-he presence' of 
a 
considerable 


body of soldiery* is deemed -necessary 
at the Korean capital because of tlie 
reports of increasing dissatisfaction 
among the Koreans, many of whom, 
from the provinces, are reported as 
marching on

among the Korean troops is 
also 


feared, and for that reason, in taking 
over 
the 
government, Japan 
will 


strengthen her position by sending 
many regiments of soldiers to sup- 
port .her position.

Today Armen P. Alion, a rich rug 


importer, received a note demanding 
510.000 under pain of death. Three 
years ago his father returned from a 
trip to Persia, insane : through

treatment, he had received from the 
blackmailers.

The people of Wonder and Fairview 


have for some time past, complained 
bitterly at the entire lack of mail ser- 
vice to which 
they 
are 
subjected, 
and freely criticise the postal 
de- 


partment for the existing conditions. 
According to the correspondence be- 
tween Senator F. G. Newlands and the 
office of the postmaster-general, .this" 
criticism is undeserved as the depart- 
ment is helpless under the 
law to 


establish mail routes except accord- 
ing to the regulations. 


When a postoffice was 
first ap- 


plied for,, -the department responded 
by. appointing 
a. 
postmaster, 
and 


authorized h'un to secure a carrier. 
The postal laws say that the carrier 
shall not receive more than 
two- 


thirds, the pay of the postmaster on 
a route off a regular service route, 
hence none was procured. 


Immediately after this had 
been 


done the department proceeded in the 
regular way to advertise• for bids for 
the carrying of the mail to and from 
Fairview and Wonder, and to these 
Advertisements has so far received no 
bids. ' It cannot provide the service 
In any other way. 


In response to 
a communication 


from Senator Newlands, asking the 
department what had been done in 
the matter, the answer was received 
that an agent had been sent to in- 
vestigate the conditions, and that it 
was the hope of the department that 
it would be able to prevail on some- 
one to bid for the contract.

They Want the Money 


T 


HE surrender yesterday by the -railroads of the con- 


tentions they have put forth against the constitu- 


tionality of the Act creating the. Nevada Railroad Com- 
mission carries a conclusive demonstration of one thing. 


Given the right to extract coin from the public purss 


according to the promptings of their avarice, the rail- 
roads care not what else happens to them. 
, 


This was the significance of the action "at Carson yes- 


terday when attorneys representing 
the 
corporations 


went before the Federal court and practically waived 
opposition to'all the provisions of the Act except that 
relating to maximum rates. They are perfectly willing 
to submit thsir books to the inspection of the Commis- 
sion, they are willing that the Commission shall have 
power and authority to put an end to discriminatory 
practices, and to do all the other things contemplated by 
the Act on condition that it is left with : them to fix the 
maximum charge for the transportation service they 
charge. 


Just, there will come the rub between the railroad 


corporations and the people of Nevada. In the provision 
cf the Act empowering the Commission to fix the ' rates 
is found the chief cause of the almost unanimous support 
which was given the~"bill by the people when it w^as be- 
fore the legislature. "With the statp in control of a rail- 
road corporation which charges more for hauling ores 
\o Neyada' smelters than it levies for hauling the same.

The passengers seized the life pi-e- 
servers,. and:'Tan on'deck, not:even 
waiting to- put the blankets around 
them. All ".could not climb to the fop 
of the cabin and ,two women, either 
too exhausted' or too sound asleep 
after their exer.tions, failed to save 
thejnselves ;and they w.ere: drowned Iri 
the berths Wh'ich the officers of the 
San Pedro had surrendered to them! 


While the-majorlty of the passeng- 


ers felt-the- shock\of the collision, 
there were-scores who slept through 
it all until the list- of 
the 
vessel 
aroused them. At first came a dry 
for all hands to put on'life preserv- 
ers, and then tlris was countermanded. 
The order-was so unusual that in 
most 
cases , passengers 
hurriedly 
dressed and),before,they could com- 
plete this task the cry for the life pi'e- 
servers again Teached through 
the 


cabin. 
Those lulled into security by 
the revocation, of the first order, had 
only a I6w minutes in "Which to save 
themselves. 


A Vivid Story of Disaster 


"Vividly descriptive is the, story of 
the wreck told by W. L. Smith of 
Portland. His narrative is ,the most 
connected and lucid of any told by 
any of the passengers on the steamer 
George W. Elder. -Smith, who Is a 
young man, was, according to women 
on the Eidor, the most energetic man 
on the ship aside from the officers, 
and he was ono of the few people who 
actually saw the collision. 


"I had been ift the roonx of the first 
engineer. 
William 
Jackson," 
says 
Smith, "until after midnight. It1 was 
a cold, black night and there was a 
ncavy fog. Captain Doran and the 
first officer were^ on .deck. Shortly 
aftormidnight I ^retired and was un- 
drrssed when, I 'iheard the whistles. 
The San Pedro* 'blew 'about five short 
toots and the Columbia two or three. 
Despite my scanty attire,-I ran on 
dick and saw the, San, Pedro'upon us. 
I was amidship- and saw the lumber 
schooner strike. It was not a sharp 
compact, but a sort-" of long, soft 
grind. The collision was o light that 
I was no thrown down. The fog was 
sj thick; that when.;-the- San Pedro 
tacked away you could not^distingu- 
ish a man standing on tne schooner 
six yards away, ( 
^- 
-. 


Family DH?d HoldtoR Hands. 


"We had' been' going at full speed, 
but wh3n we wera struck thi engines 
were stopped. Some one shouted, for 
life preservers. -I ran, down, into the, 
cabin, and kicked.in door after door. 
Many of the people were seasick and 
dU not want to, have themselves. The 
shock being light, wh^n. I kicked open 
stateroom doors'and told people to get 
out JAey were atill fast asleep. 
"These passengers scarcely had a 
chance tar their ttves. _ They had but 
three or four minutes in which, to get 
out. 
Dozens did.not know how to ad- 
Just life preservers and 
this" con- 


sumed time. 
' , 


"I aroused one family consisting of 
father, mother -and three small chil- 
dren. • TJwe'last I- saw of • them they 
-.vore-'attuidlnk Jn the*'cabin- holding 
hands. ^UJ^wentJIinJer. There- were 
mahy'Whov.dfta jibt "hurry,-'or did not 
consider the 'alarm seriously. 
• • 


"Only two- life-boats _were saved, as 
those'6n't.a»-other:slde.of'the steamer 
could, not b*' 'got at. Right here I 
utonr to priltK "the Swedish seamen. 
Before •tn»;wBcers came1 these two 
men had sot'the life-boat* out and 
•Kw that Uwy clearea^e »bip. - They 


didrnbt'wait :for their officers to give 
them .instructions. 


'"Among passengers" there was ~ no 
especial panic: I heard, but one call 
.for, ..Jxelp, the other-- cries - berng' 
shrjeks .of terror. 
Trouble did 
not 


end with the lescue by 
the 
San 
Pedro.- When many of the Columbia 
survivors were on board and a feeling 
of; safety had. come, one boat, of the 
San Pedro fell arid carried with it six 
people. Then the deckload of lumber 
.went.

"Those who had just;-been .rescued 


were hurried on deck again, most of 
them ;naked, as it was believed the 
San Pedro was going down. She set-, 
tied,'in;the..wastes,'-until-t'he-water.was 
on .the^deok. . The fires AV ere'exting- 
uished and the 'lights were out. A 
more desolate, dismal^and discourag- 
ing situation could scarcely be imag- 
ined. 


"There were boats - Still^ filled with, 


peoplo in the water which could'not 
Ue .taken .OIL boar'-J..as the.San Pedro 
was in a 
dangerous .predicament. 


Eventually,, a, couple of lights were 
set: out and served as beacons until: 
.daylight.-:•'. Then 
- the 
Elder 
came. 
About daylight a tramp steamer was 
seen in the distance, and one of the 
life-boats started after it, but saw the. 
case ;was hopeless 
and 
returned. 


.When the, Elder came thare was no 
.one seen afloat. 


"The people downstairs, 
-on 
the 
portside; ha'd little'chance-to e'scape 
and only a few of the steerage pas- 
sengers-cot'out alive^ Those who did1 
get out of. the steerage cannot tell 
how" 
they did. it.' Aside from those 
who managed to get in the first boats 
and others . who were 
saved 
were 


saved by accident, or I may say "by a 
miracle. 


"On -tha whole, the -women were 
braver than thfe men and deserve a; 
great deal of praise. Most of them 
Were comparatively, cool, despite the 
circumstances. I believe that .a num- 
ber of people will die as a result of 
exposure. The water was bitter cold 
and the winj was so cutting that the 
survivors were" numbed and exhaus- 
ted."

COAST CITY IN NEED OF MOXEX 


How the Eastern Stock Buyers Have 


Eieen Kdiicuttad in thct 


Mining Game. 


The Journal in these columns-has 


made the statement several times of 
late that the market for Nevada miri-' 
ing securities h'ad departed' froni San 
Francisco, and had been taken by 
Xaw York. 
- 
. 
: 


Graham Rice, who is just back 


from a six week's stay in the financial 
center, where he has been studying 
t'h'e situation with respect to the mar- 
yet "conditions for Nevada stocks' and 
general indications along this line, 
and that-6f finance; corroborates this 
assertion, and gives for its base the 
fbilovving reasons: 


"San Francisco Jias lost the stock 
market, so far, at least as it applies 
to Nevada, because of two facts. 
Of 
these the first and principal is .the 
scarcity of money prevailing therj 
since the quake. That is, real mon- 
ey," said Mr. Rice,yesterday. 


Must Clean House First. 


"There has. not been 'enough money 
there to carry on th<> work, of im- 
provement 'necessary to the rebuilding 
of tine city, ahd with which to carry 
On' -established business at the same, 
time, and this being the'case it natur- 
ally follows that money for investment 
in mining securities.^ for specula- 
tive purposes has -been very scarce. 
That would natm-allyvmake the stag- 
nancy'of the market a foregone con- 
clusion. 


"Efforts have been made to relieve 
this money stringency, and while I 
was in New York*a committee o( Sari 
Francisco bankers arrived there on 
a relief, seeking expedition. They were 
met by a committe composed of bank 
representatives, and their application 
for money to loan on San Francisco 
realty', thereby relieving the stress of 
needed improvement and building was 
listened too, but they didn't get the 
money. They were told to go home 
and clean their house politically, after 
which there was a chance that the re- 
lief sought wduld be forthcoming1, 
Iput that while the government of the 
city was known to be in the hands 
of the corrupt, the money power of 
the east would not be induced to lend 
the assistance asked for. 


"Those are the fundamental reasons 
for the stagnancy of the San Francis- 
co market, and they are good ones. 


Ix'ssoiis in Mining Game. 


"Now, regarding the 
New 
York 


market, and the reasons for its activ- 
ity, I will say that for a comparatiely 
•-long-time'the people of the east have 
been receiving a series of lessons in 
the- stock speculating game, and are 
Just' now putting the lessons learned 
Into use. 


"First came the publicity of the 
mining deal of Rogers, Rockefeller 
and1, otherg, "when they bought out 
Marcus Daly and organized the Am- 
algamated Copper 
Company. Then 
tawson in his great Amalgamated 
newspaper campaign did a Jot c(f 
•educating. This was followed by the 
appearance of Heinze, and then Clark, 
with their: display of fabulous wealth, 
a1!! the product of western mine in- 
vestment.. 


"After the Amalgamated campaign 


came';the Cobalt demonstration., out 
of.: which great fortunes were quickly 
reared, and the Nippissing: has added 
one more practical .illustration of th,e 
great set facts whic.h have been slowly 
consumed by the eastern people for 
so long. 


- Have Reliable Infmmattion. 
"You-<voul(! be greatly, surprised to 
see and hear what New York knows 
about Goldfieia,- and how glibly they 
talk concerning 'the various mining 
properties there.. Their means of in- 
formation is both spe.edy and accur'- 
ate, and anyone who thinks they-arc 
in ignorance of true conditions or 
misinformed, should make 
a 
trip 


there and be convinced to the con- 
trary. 


"Your eastern stock buyer -has al- 


ways been used ,to what, we would 
term very high priced stocks, and it 
is- .hard for him to 
understand 
a 
stock whose'par value is $1. How- 
ever, they: are gradually coming to a 
realization of the merits of 
such 


stocks, «nd the proof of this lies in 
the fact that every day they are tak- 
ing more and more of. them on for irt- 
yestment. 


"They do not buy stock in the same 


•way the San Francisco buyer does, 
because they Oiave never been taught 
the peculiar 1-esson of the Comstocks. 
They have never bought a. stock for a 
f,ew cents and witnessed its rise to 
J500 a share, and then witnessed a 
reaction to something less than the 
original small price paid for it. 
."The easterner buys stock because 
he thinks' it is good to keep for a 
profit, and he keeps it. He does not 
become panic stncken 
with 
every 
trilling market fluctuation, but holds 
on for the substantial rise which ifi- 
duced him to buy it. 
' "Another thing about these western 
mining stocks which appeals strongly 
to the eastern man is that they are 
within the reach- of the- 
moderate 
buyer. 


"Heretofore the greater part of the 
transactions in stocks have been done 
on margins, and the buyer rarely if 
ever saw his stock. He gave his or- 
der to his broker to buy certain stock 
for him at a certain price, and upon 
the purchase of the stock he received 
a slip verifying the transaction, for 
which he .gave his check, but as to 
the actual possession of the stock he 
never had it. 


Margins Done Away WiHi. 
'The'result of t,he education which 
has made New York a market for 
Nevada stocks has. because of th^ir 
moderate price, practically done away 
with the margins, and when a cus- 
tomer, buys stocks, now, he gets the 
certificates, which has been a wonder- 
ful stiraulent to' the'market. 


• "Tha- control of many well known 


—some of the best known—Goldfleld 
stocks,- today rests in New York, and 
for the. reasons I have given you. 
' 
"The New York stock exchange 
houses have in no way aided in bring- 
ing about this condition with respect 
to Nevada stocks.

Johnson today after' an" inspection of 
conditions at Hibbing, Virginia and 
Eveleth, .the thr.ee principal towns in 
the strike region. 


At Hibbing the governor met Teofil 


.Petriela, manager of the strikexfor the 
Western Federation of Miners, as well 
as a number of city officers, and strike 
committee men. 


Being assured tha.t there is no im- 


mediate cause for apprehension at 
Hibbihg, the governor proceeded to 
Eveleth, where he was met by , a 
crowd of 100 strikers and .escorted to 
the city .frail. The. governor 
in

speech said the state of 
Minnesota 


would protect every man who wished 
to work; that the state would tolerate 
no interference on the part of strikers 
and, should! there bo any, the state 
troops would be called out instanter. 
Ho did not ^believe any such contin- 
gency would' arise and counselled all 
to be cool.
